No . 20 ( 2 )- T . B . / 48 . - In their Resolution in the Department of Commerce No. 
218 - T ( 48 ) / 47 , dated the 27th April , 1947 , the Government of India referred to 
the Tariff Bourd a claim to protection receivod from the bobbins industry . The 
Board , having considered this claim , has submitted its report to Government . 
Its main recommendations are as follows : 
“ (1) So long as the licensing of imports of bobbins is continued for 

balance of payments considerations , the desirability of maintain . 
ing and expanding tho indigenous production of the article should 
be kept in view and the quantum of imports should be regu ated 

accordingly , 
(2) The existing restrictions on the import of cotton mill and jute mill 

hobbing should cover spare parts of jute mill bobbins as well. 
(3 ) The Annuul Statoment of the Seaborne Trade should record 

separately the numbers of (i) jute mill bobbins and parts, (ii ) 
cotton mill bobbins and parts , and ( iii) bobbins required for 

woollen , sills and rayon mills . 
(4 ) The manufacturers of bobbins should take ear y steps to equip their 

units with modern machinery and tools . Government should 

give them facilities to import such machinery and too s . 
(5 ) The present facilities for the supply of the three types of timber to 

the bobbin manufacturers viz . baldu , kalam and mango should 
be enlarged . Government should arrange to have adequate tests 
( nrried out regarding the guitability of different kinds of timber 
for the manufacture of bobbins and secure the co -operation of 

textile mills for this purpose. 
( 6 ) So long as import restrictions on timber continue for balance of pay 

mente consideration imports of foreign timber for the manufac 
ture of bobbins should be permitted only to the extent necesagry 
to gupplement the supply of indigenous timber and that al 
applications for permits to import timber for this purpose should 
be scrutinised before such permits are løsued ,

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(0 ) The two Sub -Committoes recently uppointed by the Indian Stabdarda 

Institution to evolve standard specifications for jute mill bobbins 
und cotton mill bobbins respectively , should be required to expe 

àite their work . 
( 8 ) Pending adoption of standard specifications, Government should 

uppoint two timber experts , one from the Director General of 
industry and Supply and unother from the Forest Research 
Institute , Dehra Dun , to carry out a rapid survey of the industry 
and druw up a list of factories which are suitably equipped to 
produce quality bobbins. Such factories inay be called 

approved " factories . 
( 9 ) The juto and cotton mill industries should buy their requirements of 

bobbins, as far as available, from “ approved " factories." 
2 . As regurds recommendations (1) and (6 ) they will be given due consider . 
ution in the administration of the policy regarding imports , and in the revision 
of that poiicy from time to time, tor so long as import control is necessitated 
by exchuge considerations. So far as recommendation ( 2 ) is concerned , the 
existing import restrictions on bobbins cover spare parts of jute mill bobbins

3 . Government accept recommendations (3 ) and ( 7) and necessary action 
will be taken ro implement them . Recommendations (5 ), (8 ) and ( 9 ) are under 
active consideration in the Ministries of 1. & S . and Agriculture . 

4 . The Governinent of India wish to draw the attention of the industry to 
recommendatior ( 4 ) contained in paragraph 1 of this Resolution and expect 
the industry to take necessary steps to implement it ; Government will graut 
all rensonable facilitios in this regard when approached by the industry .
